HOW DOES THE FOOD DRIVE WORK: 
 
1. Agency/Department Executive Staff select an enthusiastic representative to coordinate 
    their drive. 

 
2. Coordinators are asked to download “The 2003 State Employees’ Food Drive 
    Coordinator’s Manual” off the above website.  In addition, flyers are available for posting.   

 
3. Coordinators promote new and different ways of encouraging involvement to increase  
    the amount of food and cash donated.  Some ideas include: 
 

♦ Display decorated collection boxes around the various offices. 
♦ Hold a craft show where the booth rent goes toward the food drive.  
♦ Have a bake sale. 
♦ Place donation jars around so people can drop in their change. 
♦ Put on a silent auction with donated items. 
♦ Produce a talent show with the proceeds dedicated to the food drive. 
♦ Challenge another office or agency/department. 
♦ Have a book sale. 
♦ Have a car wash. 
♦ Have a rummage sale. 
♦ Have a white elephant sale. 

 
Note:  There are companies who are willing to donate goods/services, but in return want 
a tax write-off.  Should any company request this, the Coordinator should contact 
California Emergency Foodlink directly for the appropriate form. 
 

4. Monetary contributions are tax deductible.  MAKE CHECKS PAYABLE TO: 
    STATE EMPLOYEES’ FOOD DRIVE. 

 
5. Certificates will be made available to the Coordinators for special presentations.  
    Certificates should be requested via the Final Report.  Plaques will be awarded to the 
    agency with the highest “Total Contribution” and the highest “Total Per Employee” 
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    donation.  
6. “Total Contribution” amount is calculated as follows: 

a. Cash Contributions = Dollar Contributed x 2.5 (pounds of food) 
b. Food Contributions = Total Food Pounds Collected 
c. Total Contributions = Cash Contributions + Food Contributions 
d. “Total Per Employee” amount is calculated as follows:  Total Contributions (Item 6c 

above) divided by Total Number of Employees.

Any donations of fresh fruits, vegetables, frozen foods, and bulk foods/produce are welcome 
but prior to purchasing any perishable goods, please contact Patti Wirz with the California 
Emergency Foodlink.  Special arrangements are needed prior to the California 
Emergency Foodlink receiving any perishable goods.

PROCEDURES FOR MONETARY DONATIONS 
 
Important:  Funds collected for the Food Drive cannot be used to offset 
employees/department expenses (for example: reimbursement for mileage/gas).  All 
funds collected must be applied to the Food Drive. 
 
1.  All monetary donations are used to purchase food items, in bulk, which are then 

distributed to the food providers.  Donations of both cash and checks are very important 
to this program.  California Emergency Foodlink is able to maximize buying power 
through volume purchasing.  

 
2.  Receipts must be issued for monetary donations (cash/checks) of $100.00 or more.    

All donations are tax deductible – an incentive for employees donating money!  A copy 
of a receipt is attached for your convenience or you may use a receipt book. 

 
3.  ALL CHECKS MUST BE MADE PAYABLE TO:  STATE EMPLOYEES’ FOOD DRIVE. 
 
4.  Each Food Drive Coordinator will be responsible for all monetary donations.  As 

donations are received; the coordinator must convert all coins and small bills into 
larger denominations.  This can be done at any bank at any time.  

 
5.  The pickup drivers for The National Guard and the California Emergency Foodlink will 
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     not pick up any checks or cash. 
6. Food Drive Coordinators are to make deposits at any Washington Mutual Bank.  The 
    account number is: 879-803-0892.

PROCEDURES FOR FOOD PICKUP 

 
 
The California Emergency Foodlink has food bins/barrels available for your use.  Please 
contact them directly to make arrangements. 
 
The California Emergency Foodlink will provide the pickup and transportation services for 
donated food items from the agencies/departments to the Foodlink.  A minimum of 48-
hour advance notice is needed for pickup.  To schedule a pickup, use the enclosed form 
to fax your request to the California Emergency Foodlink.  Foodlink will call the coordinator 
to confirm receipt of the request form and schedule a date/time for pickup.  Agencies who 
choose to deliver food items themselves may do so Monday through Friday, 7 a.m. to 3:30 
p.m., and Saturdays 9 a.m. to 1 p.m.  It is recommended that you call Foodlink in advance 
especially for any deliveries after 3:30 pm or after 1 p.m. on Saturdays. 
 
Agencies Located Outside Sacramento Area:  Contact California Emergency Foodlink for 
information on food pickup, monetary donations, and distribution to agencies in your area. 
 
All goods donated will be weighed and logged in upon arrival at the warehouse by the Food 
Pickup Coordinator. 
 
Food Drive Coordinators are to maintain accurate records of food donated and cash 
contributions for verification of the final food drive results.  We suggest that you keep a copy 
of the Food Pickup Forms for your records.  
 
For ease in handling, collection boxes should be 2’ x 1’ x 1’ or smaller.  Printing Paper 
boxes, file boxes, and the like are recommended.  Please keep the box of donated food in a 
secure area. 
 
Establish a centralized ground level pickup point or coordinate pickups with other agencies.  
A centralized location is encouraged for large agencies with many office sites. 
 
If a Coordinator expects a large bulk item to be donated, i.e., fresh produce, potatoes, etc., 
please contact the Foodlink to make special arrangements.  Perishable items that need 
refrigeration should be stored properly in office refrigerators if possible.  Donations of live 
animals are not encouraged. 
 
The Food Drive pickup period is November 17 through December 19, 2003. Arrangements 
can also be made for pickups in January upon special request.

The money was used to purchase nutritionally balanced variety of food such as, peanut 
butter, tuna, milk, beans, soups, cereals, fruits and vegetables which California Emergency 
Foodlink purchases directly from the wholesalers.
